Today’s army statement 
said: “This headquarters Is not 
directing an intensified mili- 
tary counter-intelligence pro- 
gram against underground ac- 
tivities within the U.S. Army, 
Europe. 

“The major concern of com- 
manders Is with unlawful acts, 
such as espionage and sabo- 
tage, including bombing, arson 
and damage to equipment.”
